Their Course at Homestead 
Defended. 


The Manager of the Agency Beforo 
the House Committee. 


He Says His Men Did Not Enter the 
State as an Armed Force. 


They Could Have Fasily Onptared the 
Carnegie Works Had They Been 
Willing to Shoot Women 
and Children. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

July 22. —[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The special committce 
inquiring into the Homestead troubles 
heard the Pinkerton side this morning. 
Robert Pinkerton presented a state- 
ment covering the history of his agency | 
since its organization in 1860. - It 
stated that for twenty years the agency 
had furnished men to protect property 
during strikes. These men were care- 
fully selected. They were seldom per: 
mitted to carry arms except under — 
lic authority and never wantonly fired 
ashot in any strike. The men were 
sent to Homestead only on the assur- 
ance that the sheriff would swear them 
in as deputies if necessary. Many of 
these men were regular employés, 
thoroughly tried and trustworthy. 

The others were vouched for. They 
did not go into Pennsylvania as an 
armed®force. The arms were shipped 
from Chicago and ordered not to be 
given to the men unless deputized by 
the sheriff. As a matter of fact the 
boxes were not opened until the strik- 
ers opened fire and it became a matter 
of life and death. Klein had been 
killed and five others wounded before 
the Pinkertons returned the fire. The 
Pinkertons were handicapped in the 
fight by the fact that the strikers made 
a breastwork by placing women and 
children in front. Nota single woman 
or child was injured. 

_The statement declared that the acts 
of the strikers after the surrender of 
the watchmen would have been ‘‘dis- 
graceful to savages, but, because done 
in the name of American labor, are up- 
held by some newspapers and political 
demagogues.”’ It declares also that on 
the trial, the Pinkertons’ actions will 
be shown to have been legal. 

The statement says that the history 
of strikes shows that organized labor 
will always murder and destroy prop- 
erty from sheer wantonness. The 
Homestead men would have done like- 
wise had the pany attempted to

Pinkertons all over the country bv 
banks and private people as watchmen 
is referred to. Then the subscribers to 
the statement affirm that their counsel 
assure them they have violated no law, 
federal or State; thatthey ‘hada right 
to employ and send men to Homestead 
to act as watchmen; that if they were 
attacked they had a right to kill if abso- 
lutely necessary for self-defense; that 
they had a right to bear arms onthe 
premises of the Carnegie Company in 
order to protect life and property, 
whether or not they were deputized by 
the Sheriff of Allegheny county; that 
they had a right to ship arms from Chi- 


stead for the purposesof arming thelr 
men, if they had been deputized by the 
| sherifl; that in view of the attack on 
the barges, their men had a right to 


: bear arms and. defend themselves, and 


that all their acts in firing in self- 
defence from the barges after the at- 
tack on them were legally justifiable 
under the laws of the United States and 
the laws of the State of Pennsylvania. 

Robert Pinkerton was called to the 
stand and required to answer a long 
list of questions, which were prepared 
by representatives of the Knights of 
Labor. The replies in substance were 
as foilows: The Pinkerton agency owns 
«about 250 rifles, 400 pistols and an 
equal number of clubs, all deposited at 
Chicago. In all the various branches 
the firm never had at any one time 
more than 800 persons in its employ. 
The employed were advised exactly 
what they were to do and were per- 
fectly at liberty to refuse employment 
to which they objected. All the men 
sent to Homestead knew the nature 
of the employment. The barges 
were not constructed for the _ pur- 
poses of protection nor lined with 
iron or steel and: could not resist small 
arms. The men would never have been 


had been known they were to be at- 
tacked before landing. The barges 
were employed because it was believed 
the men would be enabled to land with- 
out a breach of the peace, and the 
landing was made at night for 
the reason that the sheriff's force had 
been resisted in the day time, and it 
was expected the strikers would be in 
bed. The sole desire was by all means 
to avoid a breach of the peace, other- 
wise the men would not have been per- 
mitted to go unless authorized by the 
Governor or deputized by the sheriff. 
The only purpose was to put the men 
upon private property and then protect 
it from attack. The men would not 
have fired except as_a/matter of self- 
defense. It was understood the Car- 
negie company had applied to the 
proper legal authorities and that the 
men were going to Homestead with the 
approval of the sheriff. 

Pinkerton thought that if his men 
ad fired to kill many more lives would 
have been lost and the works could} 
have been taken at that time, but not 
without great loss of life. 

Chairman Oates asked witness what 
he hadto say of the statement that 
fifty good soldiers could have scattered 
the Homestead mob, and that cowardice | 
was shown by the Pinkertons. Witness 
replied that he had talked with his 
men and they said that they could have 
taken pessession of the works at almost 
any time before 10 o'clock, but they 
would have had to kill men, women and 
children, and they would not do any- 
thing of the kind. The first fring they 
did was over the heads of the crowd.

Another Bad Break Made by 
Justice Stanton. 


How He Disposed of a Case That 

| Was Tried Before Him. 

The Second Trial of Jacoby for Mur- 
der Commenced, 


Alleged Fraudulent Land Deal on Trial 
Before Judge Shaw—The Lan- 
kershim Grant Case—Admit- 


ted to Citizenship. 


Justice L, Stanton has on several oc- 
casions, during his incumbency of the 
office of justice of the peace in and for 
the township of Los Angeles, evinced a 
disposition to forget that justice is 
synonymous with impartiality, but 2 
more glaring example than that which 
occurred yesterday could not be cited. 

John Stocksdale, a grocer and post- 
master at Highland Park, appeared be- 
fore him for trial upon the charge of 


having disturbed the peace of Mrs. 


Mary Green of that place. 

The complainant testified to the ef- 
fect that on Saturday evening last, as 
she was walking along the street at 
Highland Park, the defendant drove up 
in a wagon, and when opposite 
to her pulled up his team, handed the 
lines to a boy, and jumping out whip in 
hand, approached herin a 
manner. He then proceeded in a lou 
and boisterous manner to denounce her 
for having circulated a report to the 
effect that he had sold liquor at his 
store. Mrs. Green denied the assertion 
and demanded that he give her the 
name of his informant, and after more 
loud talk he told her that Mrs. Mudge 
had told him so. She immediately 
went to Mrs. Mudge, who denied that 
she had told Stocksdale, and made a 
written statement to that. effect. 
Armed with this document Mrs. Green 
went to Stocksdale’s store and handed it 
to him, but he refused to read it and 
ordered her to leave the store and never 
dare toenterit again. The denial was, 
however, read by Mrs. Stocksdale. 

Several other witnesses were called 
by Deputy District Attorney Diehl, who 
conducted the case, all of whom cor- 
roborated Mrs. Green’s testimony, and 
the prosecution then rested. 

During the examination of these wit- 
nesses, Justice Stanton frequently 
cross-questioned them, and-in fact of- 
ficiated as counsel for the defendant. 

Atthe clcse of the testimony he 
stooped over his mintte-book and after 
making an entry thereon, announced 
that the case was dismissed and the 
defendant discharged. 

This announcement was so totaly un- 
expected as to completely upset the 
equanimity of the prosecuting attorney ; 


but recovering himself with an effort, 


he suggested to the court that the de- 
fendant might have some testimony to 
offer. Justice Stanton replied that the 
defendant had none. 

‘“‘How do you know that?’ persisted 
the representative of the people. 

The Court responded ‘Well, he had 
no witnesses subponzd.”’ 

Mr. Diehl. But, Your Honor, the 
defendant is here in person, and may 
want to make a statement. 

The Court. Ofcourse if the defen- 
dant has anything to say I’ll hear it. 

_ At this juncture Stocksdale arose, but 
the Deputy District Attorney, realizing 
the fact that the Court had already dis- 
posed of the case, grabbed his hat, and 
left the courtroom, much tothe amuse- 
ment of the defendant and his friends. 
ALLEGED FRAUDULENT LAND DEAL. 

The trial of the case of William Gib- 

son and S. J. Lemon ys. W. H. and 


Margaret B. Stuart, an action to re- 


cover the sum of $1800, alleged to be 
due ona fraudulent land deal, was 
commenced before Judge Shaw in De- 
partment Five yesterday, Richard 
Dunnigan, Esq., appearing for the 


inckley, Esq., for 
the defendants. 
The plaintiffs allege that in 1889 


they were the owners of the N.E. 4 of 
lot 2, block N, of the Mt. Pleasant 


‘tract, in this city, which at that time 


was valued at $2500. In March of 
that year they met the Stuarts, who 
made them a propositiofi to-exchange 


this property on Boyle Heights 
for an island in the Missouri 
River. This island and its accretions 


was represented by the defendants as 
a most desirable spot. It was saidto 
consist of 286.65 acres of land, all of 
which, except about 140 acresin the 
upper end,which was covered with tim- 
ber, was tillable and admirably adapted 
After some little 
dickering, the plaintiffs, relying upon 
the representations made by defend- 
ants, agreed to exchange 
As the island was only valued at $2000 
and the plaintiffs wanted $2700 for 
their property, the Stuarts gave their 
note for 8700, which was secured by 
a mortgage on the Boyle Heights land, 
for the balance, and the trade was made 
on April 29, 1889. 

When plaintiffs went back East to 
take possession of their wonderful 
island in Junc, however, they found to 
their dismay that not only had the tim- 
ber and tillable land been carried away 
by a flood two years prior to the ex- 
change, but thaton March 1 of that 
year what had been left of the island 
up to that time had entirely disap- 
peared ina second flood, and nothing 
then remained to show that such a 
place had everexisted. They there- 
upon journeyed back to California and 
demanded a return of their property, 
which was refused, and they then 
brought suit to recover $1800, the 
balance alleged to be due of the value 
thereof. 

The defendants, in their answer, 
enter a general denial to each and 
every allegation made by plaintiffs, and 
assert that plaintiffs hunted them up in 
order to make the exchange. Stuart 
alleges that he told plaintiffs that the 
island was so situated as to be liable to 
an overflow at any time, and that he 
had not seen it since 1885, at which 
time it was exactly as he represented: 
As plaintiffs were so very anxious to 
make a trade, he referred them to sev- 
eral persons in Los Angeles who knew 
the island, and gave them plenty otf op- 


) portunity to investigate the matter | 


before entering into an agreement, but 
that neither he nor his wife made any 
false representation whatever. 
The case will be resumed this morn- 
ng. 
THE JACOBY MURDER TRIAL. 

The second trial of the case against 
P. K. Jacoby, charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Margaret McGoldrick at Re- 
dondo Beach on June 4 last, occupied 
the attention of Judge Smith and a jury 
in Department One yesterday. Assist- 
ant District Attorney McComas ap- 
peared for the prosecution, while the 
defendant was represented by C. C. 
Stephens, Esq. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were: J, Belwood, E. R. Coffman, J. W. 
Fawkes, E. T. Findley, H. King, L. J. 
Lockhart, E. McDonald, F. Nor- 
mandy, F. F. Smith, W. S., Squire, J. 
W. Stockwell and C. Von der Kublen. 

The following witnesses were called 
and’ examined for the 


Alex Longmore, Samuel Hughes, Mrs, 
Isabel Hughes, Philip McGoldrick and 
Mrs. Mary Carpenter. The testimony, 
with the exception of that of the two 
last named witnesses, who were called 
to the stand for the first time, was prac- 
tically the same as that given upon the 


for the prosecution was, however, con- 
siderably strengthened when Philip Mc- 
Goldrick, the 18-year old son of the de- 
ceased, swore that he saw the shooting, 
but was admonished by his mother to 
deny all knowledge of the affair. He 
stated that-he slept in a room adjoining 
that occupied by Longmore, but was 
awakened by the noise created by 
Jacoby, and arose to discover the cause 
of the quarrel. As he reached the door 
he saw Jacoby and his mother strug- 
gling with a shotgun, of which she held 
the muzzle and the defendant the stock. 
While they were scuffling the witness 
heard bis mother say: ‘Are you going 
to kill the man?” to which Jacoby re- 
plied that he was going to kill the whole 
outfit. Just then he pushed the woman 
down, and as she fell the gun was dis- 
charged, whether by accident or not the 
witness could not determine. 

Mrs. Mary Carpenter, a daughter of 
the deceased, testified that her mother 
told her after the shooting that Jacoby 
shot her, but that she dld not want to 
prosecute him. Mrs. McGoldrick did 
not, at that time, believe her wound 
was a dangerous one. 

The witnesses examined by the de- 
fense were Theodore Summerland, C. A. 
Stephens, E. B. Moore, H. Q. Blaisdell, 
Charles Haigh, Arthur Tanner, Chris 
Miller, H. Fierman, L. T. House, Mrs. 
J. A. Robinson, Charles W. Richardson 
and P. K. Jacoby. Their testimony was 
merely a repetition of that offered be- 
fore, no new features being introduced. 
The case will te resumed this morning. 

CITED FOR CONTEMPT. 

The defendant in the case of J. B. 
Lankershim vs. Alexander Grant was 
cited to appear before Judge Shaw yes- 
terday and show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt of court 
in disobeying the order heretofore is- 
sued dispossessing him of four lots in 
the Lankershim ranch, but failed to re- 
spond to the citation, whereupon he was 
adjudged guilty of contempt and or- 
dered to pay a fine of $10 with the al- 
ternative of being imprisoned in the 
County Jail until he did so. Grant, in 
his answer to the citation, claimed that 
he was not in possession of the land in 
controversy, but was on a tract of 160 
acres of Government land adjoining it. 

JUDGMENT BY DEFAULT. 

The defendants in the case of the Pa- 
cific Bank vs. Ella M. Thompson et al, 
an action to foreclose a vendor’s lien 
on four lots in Spence’s addition to 
Monrovia for $2982, having allowed 
the matter to go by default, judgment 
was ordered for the plaintiff therein as 
prayed for by Judge Shaw yesterday 
morning. 

JUDGMENT FOR PLAINTIFF. 

Judge Shaw yesterday morning va- 

cated his order setting the case of Sam- 


tion to foreclose a mortgage, for trial. 
on September 12 next, and pursuant to 
stipulation filed therein, ordered judg- 
ment for the plaintiff against all the 
defendants except J. M. Witmer, by de- 
fault, and it was further ordered that 
the defendant, Witmer, have judgment 
as prayed for in his cross-complaint. 
ADMITTED TO CITIZENSHIP. 

Upon producing the necessary proofs 
of residence here and taking the usual 
oaths of renunciation and allegiance, 
Sylvanus Smith, an Englishman, and 
Bernard Miner and Emil Kirshauer, 
Germans, were duly admitted to citi- 
zenship of the United States by Judge 
Smith yesterday, and Judge Shaw per- 
formed a like service for James Galla- 
gher, an Irishman; Péter Wysich, an 
Austrian; Albert Cohn, Louis Pfahl and 
Fred Lichner, Germans.

TESTING SWEET WINES. 


A Complicated Apparatus for the Use of 
Gaugers. 
{San Francisco Examiner.]~ 

Fifteen of the most skillfully con- 
structed little copper stills ever seen by 
wine manufacturers in California ar- 
rived yesterday from Washington at 
the office of the internal revenue agent 
in this city. They will be distributed 
to gaugers throughout the State for use 
in testing and estimating sweet wines 
for duty according to the sweet wine 
bill. 

Accompanying each still is a com- 
plete outfit of hydrometers, saccharomh- — 
eters, pans, tubes, stands, receivers, 
glass measures, etc., which, with the 
still proper, is cleverly packed in an’ 
ornamental, polished oak box about the 
size of an ordinary valise. So light and 
portable is the box and its contents a 
gauger can carry them from one vine- 
yard to another. He may set up his 
tiny distillery and labortory wherever 
he desires and make his tests on which 
to base revenue fees. 

The still apparatus, known as the Sal- 
leron, is detached into a worm, still, 
lead pipe, spirit lamp furnace, cooling 
appliances, all of copper, and a glass 
receiver, to which is attached a rubber 
stopper and glass exhaust tubes. These 


are separately packed in chamois-lined, 


upholstered compartments in the oak 
case and above them aré the measuring 
instruments, testing pans and sundry 
small attachments. 

It will be necessary to employ thirty 
gaugers for California to meet the re- 
quirements of the Sweet Wine Bill in ad- 
justing the tax. To obtain the amount 
of alcohol the wine is distilled and 
afterward the specific gravity and 
quantity of sugar are ascertained by the 
hydrometers and  saccharometers. 
Wine spirits used free of taxin the 

vation of the saccharine matter. 
in the wine must not exceed an alco- 
holic strength equal .to 14 per cent. of 
the volume of such wines after such 
use; also, such wines containing more 
than 24 percent. of alcohol shall be 
forfeited to the United States. The 
use of these spirits free of tax is limited 
tothe months of August, September, 
October, November, December, Janu- 
ary. February, March and April. In

The commerce of the United States 
with other nations under the McKinley 
Tariff Law is not likely to be an object 
of attack by Democratic free trade ora- 
tors during the coming campaign.

the foreign trade of the United States dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 1892, 
have just been finished as to totals by the 
Treasury Department.

The im- 
ports exceeded the exports by the mag- 
nificent sum, representing the balance 


of trade in our favor of $202,944,842. 


The total sum of our foreign trade, 
including imports and exports, reaches 
the amazing figure, $1,857,726,910; 
of the importations, the value of those 
free of duty for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1892, was $458,001,145, 
while the value of the dutiable articles 
was $3869,390,139. 

These figures speak for themselves, 
but figures of even more eloquence in 
favor of high protection are the follow- 
ing: The percentage of value of im- 
ports free of duty compared with those 
dutiable for the last fiscal year was 
55.88. It is only necessary to compare 
this with the same percentage for pre- 
vious yearsto show the beneficial ef- 
fect of the McKinley tariff.

A timely contribution toward the in- 


on in all quarters as to the first cause 
of troubles similar to that at Home- 
stead appears in the Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch in an article by Mr. Chace of the 
Bourne Mills, Fall River, on profit-shar- 
ing. That writer, who advocates this 
form of limited codperation, from his 
own experience, bases his advocacy on 
the policy of trusting labor to do good 
‘work when it shares the prosperity re- 
sulting from such. There are practi- 
cal objections to this system, as THE 
Times has shown upon former occas- 
ions, the principal of which is the gen- 
eral unwillingness of the workmen to 
share in the losses as well as in the 
profits of the business; but we approach 


the subject without prejudice and 
give the points of Mr. Chace’s 
plan for the sake of whatever 


merit it contains. He gives the most. 
practical argument in its favor by ad- 

ducing the fact that cotton mills which 
share their net earnings with labor 
have, by their‘incentive to careful and 
intelligent work, paid dividends when 
other mills which refused to tolerate 
the idea have paid no dividends at all. 

Such results, he thinks, must enforce 

the pecuniary value of the new system 
upon manufncturers. 

But the greatest advantage of profit- 

sharing in a public point of view seems 
to lie in the hope it holds out of avoid- 

ing such conflicts as those now going on 

in the country. When the prosperity 

of an industry is obviously shared be- 

tween employers and employed, the 

causes of dispute may not be entirely 

removed, but they will be greatly les- 

sened. If is certain that such changes 

as will encourage workmen to become 

their own employers on a small scale 

give a prospect of diminishing the 

number of the dissatisfied and the 

causes of dissatisfaction, making in- 

telligent workmen more coxsefrvative 

and consequently less exacting and 
revolutionary. When they have ‘“en- 

joyed”’ for a time the responsibilities of 
employers they begin to find out that 
the fun is not all on one side.

Pittspuren, July 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Carnegie Company 
this morning began carrying out their 
expressed intention to put non-union 
men into their Homestead mill. The 
steamers Tide and Little Bill left with 
loads of new men this morning and will 
continue to make trips all day. From 
the number of men coming and going 
at the offices of the company it looks as 
if the claim that the company has all 
the. men necessary to start the mills is 


true. 

A high official of the Carnegie Com-. 
pany says that everything is very en- 
couraging at Homestead. A number of 
new men have gone to work, some of 
the strikers went back and the company 
has more workmen than it can easily 
handle. Applications for work are 
plentiful. Only good men are engaged.

The steamer Tide arrived at 
Homestead this afternoon with fifty- 
two carpenters and mill-workers and 
landed them without incident.

NORMAL CLASS. 

_ At 9 o’clock, in the chapel at the rear 
of the pavilion, Prof. C. E. Hutton every 
morning conducts the Normal Bible 
class, and it is here that more interest 
on the part of students centers than at 
any other exercise, save that of Ameri- 
can literature. Histopic for the first 
half hour yesterday was ‘The Ap- 
In religious 
as in secular education the teacher 


should seek constantly to _ raise 
the student higher. First, get 
down to his level by friendship, 


by knowledge of his ‘surroundings. 


Give him elevating literature. The 
amount of trashy literature circulated 
is startling. Turn the current of 
thought toward something purer and 
better. The great question is, is it pos- 
sible in the half hour before your class 
to surround a pupil with such a pillar of 
cloud as will protect him during the 
week. Sunday-school teachers more 
than anything else are heart teachers. 
They grapple with the sympathy and 
affection of their pupils. Prepare your 
lesson in view of the scholar’s world. 
The popularity of children’s books which 
are written on the child’s level illus- 
traesthis point. Adapt your explanations 
and illustrations to thescholar. The 
teacher. must have the strongest pos- 
sible conviction of the truth of what he 
teaches. He must havea definite plau 
and nothing,hap-hazard about it. Then 
he is able to lead and not toto roam 
He must havea suf- 
ficiently strong (not stubborn) will to 
hold and restrain his class. He 
must have a personal interest in 
its individual members. It is 
a fatal mistake to always di- 


rect questions to the’ brightest mem- | 


bers. It is exhilarating and inspiring 
to,the teacher, but fatal to the plodding 
ones who, in most cases, form the ma- 
jority of the class. ‘‘The only use I 
make of the bright ones,’’ said the pro- 
fessor, ‘‘is to use them to fire up the 
enthusiasm of the class when it is 
drooping.’’ The first question put is 
the most important. You can freeze 
them all up to begin with. It is the ap- 
proach that marks the success of the 
recjtation, be it secular or religious. 
The whole talk was full tothe brim 
of valuable hints to teachers. A lesson 
on “Bible Prophecy”’ concluded the ses- 
sion. Prof. Hutton is a skillful leader. 
at whose feet any Bible student might 
be glad to sit and learn. 
PROF. ANDERSON ON EMERSON. 
Prof. Anderson’s class in literature is 
arousing such interest that his students 
are pleading for two sessions a day in- 
stead of a single morning hour. His 
topic yesterday was ‘‘The Life and 
Works of Emerson.’’ He recommended 
first the following books as valuable 
reading for those interested in the 
study of the life of the great essay- 
ist. Cabot’s ‘Life of Emerson,”’ 
he pronounced the most’ com- 
plete and classical] biography. Oli- 
ver’ Wendell MHolmes’s ‘‘Life of 
Emerson,” is particularly interesting 
in that it is written by a man whose 
ideas were so entirely at variance with 
those of Emerson on many points. The 
biography by Richard Garnett, who is 
at the head of the British Museum in 
London, he recommended as a con- 
densed biography with succinct and 
sensible criticism. ‘‘Talks with Emer- 
son,’’ another little volume, written by 
Charles J. Woodbury, a Californian, he 
recommended as especially delightful 
reading. The author, who is now a 
San Francisco oil merchant, was in his 
outh an ardent disciple of Emerson. 
e played the part of Boswell to the 
great philosopher and for more than a 
ear lived in bis immediate neighbor- 
ood and walked and talked with him. 
Prof. Anderson dwelt particularly 
upon the early life and education of 
Emerson, giving a graphic sketch of 
his early career and reading sketches 
from several of his best writings, one 
of these being the. pathetic dirge 
written after the death of his two 
roe brothers, who died in early man- 
-hood, which brings out the human and 


tender side of Emerson’s nature and is 


pronounced a model of’ the grace of 
absolute simplicity. “Emerson has been 
called obscure by many readers,’’ said 
the professor,” but this is notso. Every 
sentence is as clear as crystal, though 
sometimesdisconnected. His sentences 
are like strung pearls. Sometimes the 
string breaks and you have the pearls 
in your hand—but you must find the con- 
For my part I like an author 
who makes me think, for that makes 
me grow.’’ Prof. Anderson closed by 
drawing a parallel between Emerson 


and Carlyle, who, he showed, were in. 


many respects alike. He reiated the 
_ pathetic scene in Emerson’s sick-room, 
which illustrates the strong bonds of

IMPROVE THE PARKS. 


Important Meeting at the Chamber 
of Commerce Last Evening. 


The Directors and Park Commissioners 
Considering the Subject of Park 
Extension—Valuable Sug- 
gestions Offered. 


The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce inet yesterday after- 
noon in regular session. There were 
present: Directors Wells, Forman, 
Breed, Klokke, Braun, Graff, Hazard, 
Edwards, McGarvin. C. M. Wells occu- 
pied the chair. : 

After the usual routine business was 
transacted the secretary was instructed ‘ 
to have 2000 copies of the constitution 
printed and procure a seal for the 
chamber. 

An election of officers under the new 
corporation being necessary, the former 
officers were re#lected to serve in the 
new organization. 7 : 

N. C. Carter, who was present, asked 
the board to provide him with materials 
for exhibit to be used at Eastern fairs. 
/On motion the matter was referred to 
a committee consisting of Directors Mc- . 
Garvin and Edwards and Mr. Wiggins. 

Sutherland Hutton and Mayor Hazard, 
of the Park Commission, being present 
in response to an invitation sent by the 
hoard of directors to the Park Com- 
missioners two weeks ago, the board 
then proceeded to consider the matter 
of the extension of Elysian and other 
parks. 

Mr. Forman stated that he had pro- 
posed this joint meeting because he was 
desirous ot seeing the subject of the 
park extension agitated. and wished. to 
have the Chamber of Commerce do what 
it could to forward the cause. He 
stated that on a recent visit to San 
Francisco the Park Commissioners of 
that city had asked if they could have 
the assistance of Southern California in 
an effort to raise the limit of the park 
tax levy, and that for his part he was 
in favor of such action. Mr. Forman 
stated his belief that the work could be 
materially assisted if some landscape 


be induced to visit this Coast during the 
coming winter and to make a study of 
oe system and to devise a general 
system under which all future improve- 
ments could be made. He believed 
that the public would take hold of the 
undertaking with more enthusiasm 
after it had received such an indorse- 
ment. Elysian Park, for example. 
could be made as handsome and striking 
ag any spotin the United States. Mr. 
Forman declared that very few people 
have ahy conception of its possible 
beauties, and he thought that the time 
had come when it was the duty of those 
who take an interest in public improve- 
ments to lend all possible assistance to 
the efforts of the’ commissioners to get 
more money for the parks. 

Director Wells agreed with this view. 
He stated that he had recently driven 
over the new road in Elysian Park and 
had been astonished to find that the 
city had such a promising sight for a 
great park. He thought that ifa road 


and the approaches to it arranged so 
that it could be in common use, all our 
citizens would favor the improvement 
of this park. He noticed a large num- 
ber of forest trees growing in the park 
and he believed they should be steadily 
increased in number, as forests in this 
country were great attractions. He 
expressed the view that as far as pos- 
sible the improvements should be in the 
portion of the park which is nearest to 
the car lines in order that it might be 
rendered convenient for the general 
public. | 

Director Breed stated that he thought 
the work should be done under one gen- 
eral plan to accomplish the best ulti- 
mate results. He said that he was 
strongly in favor of the improvement of 
Elysian Park and reminded the meeting 
of the fact that he had been instru- 


set aside for park purposes and had 
given it the name which it now bears. 

Mr. Hutton wmrolled the map and 
showed what the proposed extension 
was and wherethe roads would run, 
He stated that $20,000 would complete 
the road, pntin a number of trees and 
lay the necessary foundations for a won- 
derful park.

The recent convention of delegates 


_ from Tulare, Fresno, San Luis Obispo 


and Kern counties atthe town of Ba- 
kersficld for the purpose of devising 
ways and means for the construction of 
a local system of roads that will enable 
those districts to reach tide water at 
some point in San Luis Obispo county 
has borne fruit in the incorporation of 
the San Luis and San Joaquin Railroad 
Company, witha capital of $100,000, 
of which $10,000 has been subscribed. 
Its purpose is to construct and run a 
railroad from San Luis Obispo north- 
ward to El Moro, on Moro Bay. The 
estimated length of the road is ten 
miles. The directors for the first year 
are L. C. Branch, Myron Angel, Louis 
F. Giimore, J. J. Scrivner and George W. 
Schell. According to the Examiner the 
Bakersfield convention decided that the 
construction of this small El Moro line 
was about the first thing that should be 
done, after which a line into the San 
Joaquin Valley would be considered. 
The latter proposed route, which has 
been given a preliminary survey, lies 
along Estrella Creek from Paso Robles, 
through Shandon and thence eastward 
over the Mt. Diablo range at an eleva- 
tion of 1500 feet through Loma Prieta 
Pass. From that point it descends ona 
gradual grade into the San Joaquin 
“Valley and -takes-a due éast course 
across the valley through township 27 
leaving Tulare Lake to the 


‘miles west of Poso. From this point it 
s proposed to build two branches, one 
extending northward through Tulare, 
“Visalia and Fresno, the other southward.

The General Topic of Discussion in 
Political Circles.

The affidavits as to crookedness at 
the primaries’ published in Taz 
were the town talk yesterday.

One of the amusing features of the 
present baseball campaign is the al- 
leged baseball edition of the Evening 
Express, which is gotten out at an im- 
mense outlay of immaculate gall on the 
part of the tide-water contingent. 
These people deliberately steal the

STRUCK HIS LEVEL. 


Ex-Rev. J. W. Ellis aStock Gambler and 
General Fakir. 

Latest advices from San Francisco 
are to the effect that ex-Rev. John W. 
Ellis, deposed from the Presbyterian 
ministry for misappropriation of funds 
of his church, has at last thrown aside 
all disguise and come out in his true 
character as a fakir and swindler pure 
and simple. Ellis’s career in Los An- 
geles has not been forgotten, and the 
facts in connection with his sensational 
ecclesiastical trial in San Francisco, 
and his subsequent attempt to create 
capital by bringing suit in the civil 
courts, all of which resulted disastrously 
for the hypocritical pretender, are still 
fresh in the public mind. 

The San Francisco Call gives a de- 
tailed account of Ellis’s new rile of 
stock gambler and head of the ‘Cali- 
fornia Promoters’ Association,’’ a wild- 
cat concern of which the ex-preacher is 
the head—in fact he is the entire com- 
pany. A young Englishman named M. 
Poulter, who had been employed by 
Ellis, gave the swindle away, and Elis, 
when questioned, admitted the main 
facts charged. The Call article con- 
cludes as follows: “2 

Poulter’s assertion that the Promoters’ 
Association consists of Dr. J.W. Ellis only 
may not be far wrong, at least it seems in- 
cumbent upon the ex-minister, if he pro.

Where Our Murderers Come From, 

The Ceasus Bureau has issued an elab- 
orate bulletin on the subject of homi- 
cide in the United States in 1890. It 
appears that of the 82,329 prisoners in 
the United States June 1, 1890, the 
number charged with homicide was 

7386, or 8. 97 per cent. Omitting 35 
who were charged with double crimes, 
6958 of them (or 94.65 percent.) were 
men, and and 393 (or 5.35 per cent.) 
were women. Astocolor, 4425 were 
white, 2739 negroes, 94 Chinese, 1 
Japanese and 92 Indians. Asto the 
nativity ofthe 4425 whites, 3157 were 
born in the United States, 1213 were 
foreign born and the birthplace of 55 
is unknown. More than one-half of the 
foreign born whites are unnaturalized, 
and nearly one-fifth are unable to speak 
the English language.
